SAYS, "ON TO PANAMA!" 

Decidedly the feature of the annual business 
meeting of the Loyal Legion Wi'dncsiliiy at ("in- 
eiunati was the talk of former I'l'esidenl William 
Howard Taft on the trouble in Mexico, lie was 
introduced to the assembled comrades by General J. 
Warren K« ifer. former Commander and tlie only 
Major Cenei-al of volunti'crs eoinmissioned by I'res- 
ident McKinley in the Spanish-Ameriean War. 

Judge Taft was opposed to war in Mexico if it 
could possibly be avoided. The old soldiers be- 
fore him know liow terrible war was. It would in- 
volve the expenditure of inillions of dollars and cost 
maay precious American lives. It would probably 
take .300.000 or 400,000 soldiers and .$1,000,000 a 
day. It was a satisfaction for him to look into the 
faces of men who had seen real war, because they 
understood just what it meant. In talking to them 
he felt that be must talk seriously, iucently 700 
or 800 students called on him at New Haven to 
make a war speech, but he told them what a serious 
proposition it ^vas and he thought he had ehanged 
their minds aliout wanting to fiprbt. 
^ Great ajtplause greeted a characteristic telegram 
from Editor Henry Watterson, of Louisville, whot 
wired Dr. Felix O. Cross, Chairman of the Ban- 
quet Committee, as follows : 

"It distresses me that I am unt^ble to sit with you 
tonight, to rub my old bones against your old bones, 
to Inuph with you, sin^ witli you, yea. vcriT.'r. and 
drink with you in moderation, forgvttiug for a lit- 
tle while thattwe are not as young as we were and 
may not march together heart to heai t and shoulder 
, to shoulder on our way via Mexico to Tana ma and 
thence to tlie etjuator and the south pole. Take the 
Will for the deed ; tell Miles and Keifer and Cowan

The "Nuisance Act" which went into effect in 
Teiiiiessec recently sliows how every State prohibit 
tiou law reciuires ingenious enforcing legislation. 
Direoted against the three largest cities, Memphis, 
Chattanooga And Nashville, which have defied the 
rest o£ the State to close their saloons, it compels 
obedience by putting the ezeeution of the law in the 
hands of the judiciary. No more can recalcitrant 
officers balk its ojxTation; hereafter, on comi)laiiit 
of ten taxpayers, armed with proper evidence, tin 
courts are authorhwd to step fai direetty and elose, 
Ma "public imisance," any place where liquors 
are sold. The saloons were shut at midnight with 
an avowal by the police that thereafter the cities 
would bow to the law they had fought as town 
against country, for two years. The m-ccssity for 
such a measure implies a sad reflection upon^the 
ordinary guardians of local peace and order. — 
The Nation.
